Mardi Cras celebration, the Fair Grounds rncins is I 
now catering to the lamest crowds in the recent 
history of the sport in this section and, for the time 
lieing, the regulars are in the minority. The ear- 1 
nival spirit already is in the air and social affairs 
at the race track, for the entertainment of many 
out-of-town guests, are t lie order of the day. Every 
afternoon finds all of the boxes filled to capacity. , 
While t lie- club inclosure proves a popular gathering 
place for people prominent in all walks of iife from 
every section of the country. 

The Fair Grounds meeting will wind up on Febru- 
ary 8. Races intended to settle the championships ! 
in the various divisions will feature the final few i 
days. Tiie patrons here are anxious to witness an- j 
other clash between laird Allen and My Reverie, j 
these being by far the best two two-year-olds shown ! 
here this winter and racing secretary Joe McLennan 1 
is endeavoring to arrange it. However, it has been 1 
a fruilless task getting opposition for Lord Allen I 
since his record -breaking performance, his presence 
in a race generally causing it to go unfilled. Owner 
T. .1. Pendergast is desirous of another race between 
tiiis pair, as lie wants his colt to get a chance to 
retrieve tiie defeat administered him early in tiie 
■•< n son "by ' VTy Reverie. 

James 5\ . Mct’lelhmd. who is associated with 1 
Edward F. Simms in the ownership of the largest 
active racing stable of the present day in this 
country, is spending a few weeks here taking in tiie 
racing and renewing old actiuaintances. Mr. Mc- 
Clelland is optimistic over the outlook for a success- 
ful spring, summer and autumn campaign lor his 
establishment, which will lie unusually well fortified 
in every division this year. He expects great things 
of his unbeaten Leonardo II. The winner of last ] 
year's Hopeful Stakes is wintering at Oaklawn Park, 
Hot Springs, Ark., and, duo to the mild weather 
whieh has prevailed in that section, he will be ready 
for the strenuous grind of training for the Kentucky 
Derby whenever called upon, his owner states. 

Seldom docs a racing stable have four of the 
produce of one mare in it. but such a state of 
affairs exists in the establishment <f E. W. Moore, j 
He has a quartet of sons of Itettie Sue, a marc 
which lie raced with a fair measure of success not 
many years back, and all are in active training. '

colt, which was sired by Malamout; Chief Hnrthcll, 
three years old. whose sire is Tony Uonero. and i 
ltesthoff anil Ed Stone, brothers, four anil five 
years of age respectively, they being sons of the 
good stallion Assagai.

Jess Spencer, of Lexington, Ky.. who is asso- 
ciated with A. L. Kirby in tiie ownership of quite 
a few horses and who breeds most of those which 1 
carry tiie Kirby colors, is spending a few weeks here. 
Spencer’s ln*st achievement in the breeding line in 
recent years was Blackie Daw. lie expects the 
veteran campaigner to come back to tin* races bet- 
ter than ever next spring. lie is being rested 
this winter, but his vacation is nearing an end. a' 
lie will soon lx* taken up for active training again.

NEW YORK. N. Y.. January 31. — The Queens County Jockey Club prospectus of stakes to lie run at 
its summer meeting over the Aqueduct track the latter part of June and the early part of July is out. 
All are to close for entries March 1. 

The display contains twenty-one events. One, the Carlton, at one mile for three-year-olds, an old 
Gravesend feature with a glorious history, has lieen revived, with an added value of $3,500. 

The twenty stakes of the Aqueduct summer meeting of 1930 had an added and guaranteed value of 
$01,500. The twenty -one stakes for the same meeting this year will have vain s of $80,000. 

The historic Brooklyn Handicap is raised from $7,500 to $10,000. the Great American and Tremont 
Stakes from $6,000 to $10,000. and the minor stakes generally have an increase in value of $500 each. 
Values in other cases have been equitably averaged. In some cases they arc lower. Here is a list 
of the Aqueduct stakes, with their prizes of last and this ynr, distances and conditions:

LEONARDO II. 


IS DOING WELL 


OLD ROSEBUD STABLE MATES 



McClelland-Simms Derby Candidate in Fine Frank Weir Has Eight Two-Year-Olds in His 
Condition at Hot Springs. Stable at Gravesend. 



IJH'ISVILLE. Ky.. January 31.— A colt that 
ranks high in the esteem if those who arc even now 
prognosticating as to the winner of the 1931 Ken- 
tucky Derby is Leonardo II.. chief standard bearer 
of the .1. W. McClelland stable. This unbeaten 
son of Sweep — Ethel Pace looms up as a rival of 
Tryster for the post of favoritism. 

Reports from Hot Springs, where Leonardo II. 
is taking his gallops, indicate that his develop- 
ment has been in keeping with the promise lie gave 
last year as a two-year-okl. Owner McClelland 
believes in Leonardo II. even more strongly than he 
did in Eternal a couple of years ago. 

This year, as in 1919, it seems that McClelland 
will provide the West’s leading representative in the 
annual dash with the East. During the winter and 
spring of 1919 the Derby was viewed as a duel 
between Eternal and Billy Kelly. Of course. Sir 
Barton, a maiden, won the race, but Eternal might 
have offered sterner resistance to Billy Kelly had 
the track not been heavy, as he always was at a 
disadvantage in such going. 

Leonardo II. lias filled out surprisingly sinre last 
year and in* then was a strapping piece of horse- 
flesh. Larry Fitzpatrick, an old-time racing man 
who catne to Louisville a few days ago from Hot 
Springs, was loud in his praise of tiie son of 
Sweep. 

“lie is one of the grandest looking three-year- 
olds I ever saw.” said Mr. Fitzpatrick. "He lias 
plenty of size and his conformation is perfect, 
lie lots an easy way of moving and is full of life. 
You may mark me down uow as picking Leonardo 
II. as the winner of the next Kentucky Derby.” 

There are twenty-six head of horses in the Mc- 
Clelland barn tit Hot Springs in the care of trainer 
Kim Patterson. Besides Leonardo II. there are sev- 
eral good three-year-olds in the stable that many 
:'ti owner would fancy as Kentucky Derby candi- 
dates. Bon Homme, a son of Sweep — Sue Smith, 
which did not get to the races until late in the 
year seemed to be a performer of the highest cali- 
ber. Serapis. by Sweep — Little lloek, won fenr 
races and was second twice, netting $4,935. placing 
him second to lasmardo II.. $3fJ.07S, in the stable’s 
earnings. 

Favored as they are by tiie Hot Springs climate, 
there will be no excuse for failure of tile McClel- 
land candidates to lie in condition. A few years 
back Omar Khayyam came from the same training 
track to win the Kentucky Derby. 



DEMAND FOR HORSES OF ALL AGES 



LEXINGTON. Ky.. January 31.— K. J. Tranter, 
president of the Fnsig-Tipton Company, arrived here 
last night from New York for tin* purixise of spend- 
ing the week with the breeders of thoroughbred 
horses and arranging the schedule of dates for tin- 
sales at Saratoga. Mr. Tranter says tiie demand for 
thoroughbred horses of all ages for breeding as 
well as for racing purposes is stronger today than 
it lias been at any time within his knowledge of the 
sales business.

LATE TURF LEGISLATION IN IRELAND 



The Irish Breeders. Owners and Trainers’ Associa- 
tion reccutl.v adopted a resolution that its members 
suouhl not support any meeting which made a 
higher charge than oue per cent and a half of otic 
per cent forfait. A new rule of the Irish Turf Club 
is that in all selling races the winner shull be 
offered for sale by auction immediately after the 
race and the surplus over tiie selling price shall 
tic divided in tiie following proportion : Fifty per 
cent to tin* owner of tho second horse, thirty per 
cent to the owner of Hie third and twenty per rent 
to the race fund.

Utile dash, in whieh jockeys Mooney and Wihla 
played the offending parts. The former was ,,u 
Alcatraz and. while approaching the first turn, lie 



action virtually eliminated him, for it forced him 



1 from tiie inner rail to subject Cut Fp to inter- 
ference when the diminutive McDermott, who rode 
tin* Marshall representative, was making a threat- 
ening try for the lead. White Star at tiie time 
was lieaten anti in coming out from the rail 
towards Cut I'p tiie Clark colt also subjected Master 
Jack to interference. The latter recovered fast, 
however, and won from Cut I'p. with Willow Tree 
in third place and The Foreigner following closely. 

The seemingly inferior ride that Thurber gave 
Louis A., a strongly backed favorite, occasioned 
comment after Hie horse had succumbed by a neck 
I to Inquiry. The latter was the first purse earner 
of the meeting for the Wa ldeek- Keene Fletcher 
! combination and she had to exert herself to the 
utmost to get home in advance of Louis A. The 
i latter in tiie early part of the race was a distant 

* follower, but when called on strongly moved up 
swiftly and was going fastest at the end. 

Another instance of rough riding came in tho 
sixth race, won by Raider, the first purse that this 
i horse lias landed at this meeting. The one that 
suffered badly from the roughing in this instance 

• was Gray Gables, whieh was nearly thrown. 

The dozen two-year-olds that started the after- 
noon's racing were regarded as numbering some 
of tin* best in these parts and included Tom Hart* 
Jr. Any chalice he might have had was ruined as a 
I result of his being forced to race extremely wide 
| from an outer position. The winner in this turned 
i up in Evelyn White, which, by virtue of her inside 
| ixisition and quick lx*giiining. led for tin* entire race 
. and won from Mawrooron.

Handicappefs do not con- 
sider that Monarch will get more than ninety-eight 
pounds for the race and that at such weight, if he 
is fit. Monarch should win easily. There is no 
really good horse in the entries. Monarch is a good 
hors,*. So tin* liandicappcrs are puzzled. Some 
think that if the garment is cut to cloth Monarch 
will get 105 pounds or so. Sievier triisl the triple 
trick in 1903 with Sceptre, which, notoriously unfit, 
j was beaten.
